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COMMERCE DEPARTMENT BILL 


Conference with the House Ordered 
by the Senate. 

Washington, Janvary 29.—The 
committee on commerce today heard the 
report of the subcommittee appointed to 
analyze the department of commerce bill 
as it passed the house and make sug- 
gestions as to what, if any, amend- 
ments should be made to the measure, 
but decided to report the bill back to 
the senate without amendments and par- 
ticularly for a conference with the house. 
Accordingly, after the senate convened 
the bill was thus reported by Senator 
Hanna and the senate ordered a confer- 
ence with Senators Hanna, Nelson and 
Clay as conferees on the part of the sen- 
ate, 

The senators appointed to represent the 
senate in’the conference are the men 
who have acted as the subcommittee, and 
their efforts will be directed toward sea- 
curing amendments along the line recom 
mended by the subcommittee. The prin- 
cipal amendments relate to the provi- 
sions authorizing the president to trans 
fer the interstate commerce commlssiopr 
to the proposed departmest ané to the 
amendment for a bureau of corporation 
inserted by the house, The trust provi- 
sion constitutes section 6 of the house 
bill and the senate committee will ask 
for a modification of that provision 
which will d@rect the corporation bureau 
to secure all obtainable inforregitign con- 
cerning corporations and which will au- 
thorize the publicity & such taformation 
at the discretion of the president. The 
committee also adheres to its opposition 
to the inclusion of the interstate ecom- 
merce commission in the new depart- 
ment.
